Superior Judge Jesse Olney 
will preside in the trial of 
John E. Huling, asserted ac- 
complice of Fred E. Alford, 
convicted of a $30,000 fraud 
against the city of Ontario, 
opening in the courts on Mar. 
17. 

Judge Olney’s appointment 
by Gov. Friend W. Richardson 
three weeks ago eliminated the 
necessity of assigning a jurist 
from another county to hear 
the case, as both Judge War- 
mer and the late Judge Frank 
B. Daley were disqualified. 
Chief Deputy District Attor- 
ney M. O. Hert and Attorney 
Frank T. Bates, the latter re- 
presenting Huling said yester- 
day that Judge Olney would 
preside. Governor Richardson 
had been asked by Judge 
Warmer to assign Superior 
Judge J. W, Mahon, of Bakers- 
field, who heard the Alfora 
case, to preside in the Huling 
case. 

Case Will Be Lengthy One 

The Huling case, a sequel to 
the sensational Alford fraud 
ease, will require six weeks or 
longer to hear, the indictments 
against Huling being based 
virtually on the same evidence 
on which Alford was convicted 
by a jury within an hour after 
it began to deliberate. 

And Alford, who never con- 
fessed his guilt, may be the 
state’s principal witness again- 
st Huling. It is known that 
the district attorney has re- 
quested Alford to testify 
against his former business as- 
sociate, Huling. Alford is 
serving a sentence of from two 
to 20 years in San Quentin.

Eugenio Torres, 31-year-old 
Mexican, who has resided in 
{this section for the past 11 
years, today eommenced serv- 
ing six months in the county 
jail, after having been found 
guilty of a charge of indecent 
exposure in Judge George R. 
Crane’s court. 

Torres was arrested more 
than a week ago and charged 
With lewd and lascivious con- 
duct in connection with the 
annoyance of five young school 
girls, whom he was alleged to 
have lured into an orange 
grove near the Tenth Street 
Grammar School and to have 
misconducted himself. 

Although members of the 
police force lay in wait for the 
man for hours at a time, they 
were unable to catch him un- 
til two of the girls whom he 
had molested lent a hand, one 
keeping the fellow in sight 
while the other telephoned the 
police station, 

‘he charge against the man 
was finally reduced from a 
felony to a misdemeanor. Tor- 
res stoutly declared himself in- 
nocent throughout the proceed- 


ings, but when four of the 
girls he was charged with 
annoying, brought into the 


ourt room one at a time, pick- 
ed him from a large gathering 
of his cquntrymen and _ posi- 
tively identified him as the 
guilty man, he was convicted. 

Ii addition to the six months 
in jail, Judge Crane imposed 
a fine of $500 with the stipu- 
lation that for each dollar he 
fails: to pay, he will serve one 
additional day in jail. This is 


the maximum penalty for such 
a case.

Most County Voters Have 
Stated Their Party, Accord- 
ing To County Clerk Allison 


Lieut..Gov. C. C. Young has re. 
quested county clerks of California 
to warn voters of the state law by 
which voters are barred from the 
polls in the presidential primary 
election if they fail to state party 
affiliation in registering. 

Lieut.-Gov. Young's request was 
received yesterday by County 
Clerk Harry L. Allison from the 
County Clerks’ Association of Cal- 
ifornia. The association’s circu- 
lar letter follows: 

Election Laws are Amended 

“We are in receipt of a letter 
from Lieut.-Gov. Young relative to 
registration for the May primary 
election. As author of the Presi- 
dential Primary Act, which was 
this year so amended as to re- 
quire party registration, Lieut.- 
Gov. Young expresses himself as 
concerned lest many new voters 
may not have noted the change in 
the law and find themselves de- 
prived of voting at the May prim- 
aries.

Campaign To Suppress Bull Fighting 
NNOUNCEMENT that the Spanish Society for the Pre- 
A vention of Cruelty to Animals, working in unison with 
other organizations imbued with a like purpose, has 
started a campaign for the suppression of bullfighting 
comes as a gratifying surprise. Of course any national reforms 
of the kind proposed should originate within the state to be 
successful. Outsiders, notably, the head of the Vatican at 
Rome, have tried ineffectually to abolish the brutal ‘‘sport,’’ 
but the addiction was too much a part of the life of the 
people to be easily eradicated and little progress has been made 
looking to the eliminating of bullfighting. Anyone who has 
traveled in Spain realizes what an herculean task the National 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals has set itself. 
All the principal cities have their arenas and, in instances, 
more than one. The prowess of a popular matador is as much 
a general topic of discussion in Spain as is the activities of a 


famous ‘‘pinch hitter’? among baseball fans in the United 
States and they are ubiquitous. Bullfighting, curiously 


enough, is not of simon pure, Spanish origin, but is a survival 
of the Moorish oceupation. It is so closely a part of the life 
of the nation that persons of high and low degree alike are 
fervent enthusiasts. Henee the effort to suppress the national 
sport will be attended by the greatest difficulties and polities 
is bound to cut a wide swath in the procedure. However, with 
recollections of what the White Ribbon movement finally ac- 
complished in America, after years of incredible exertions and 
disecouragements, the goal set by the Spanish Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals may yet be reached. But it 
will not be achieved so long as Spain is under monarchical 
government. The position of royalty is too tenuous to risk a 


revolt by the populace 
T for its aims and the good wishes for its suecess, bespeak 
as few events could the desperate pass to which public 
affairs in those islands had come. Here is what amounts to a 
revolution, not political but social, in which the ‘‘ruling 
elasses’’ have definitely given over to the classes that hereto- 
fore were ruled, and this radical change has been effected, not 
by the exercise of foree as under Mussolini in Italy, but by 
the peaceful mandate of the ballot of the British people, and 
is coneurred in noble, conservative and liberal alike. It 
testifies the confidence of Britishers in Britishers. Ramsay 
MacDonald may be anything he likes as a party leader, 
now British premier, and his task is government, 
propaganda. That he will address himself to this task, hi: 
countrymen do not doubt. The type of labor leadership is so

COUNTY 10 BE 
AWARDED SUM 
FOR HIGHWAYS 


STATE APPORTIONS LICENSE 
FEES COLLECTED DURING 
PAST YEAR 








By the apportionment of $9,756,- 
789.44 collected in fees by the 


California Division of Motor Veh- 
icles, San Bernardino County will 
receive $103,029.73 for mainten- 
ance and construction of its high- 
ways, according to statistics an- 
nounced yesterday by Will H. 
Marsh, chief of the state bur- 
eau. 

In his annual report, Mr. Marsh 


announced that the vehicle divi- 
sion collected $9,756,789.44, of 
which various counties of the 


state will receive $4,878,394.72, or 
more than one-half. 
Number Determines Sum 

The amount each county re- 
ceives for highway maintenance is 
based on the number of automo- 
biles registered in 1923. San Be- 
nardino County registered 29,030 
cars and 621 trucks. All fees col- 
lected by the state bureau are 
apportioned to the counties after 
deductions for administrative ex- 
penses of the division are made. 
The division, last year, operated 
on less than three per cent of all 
revenues during 1923, Mr. Marsh 
announced. 

More than one-third of the ap- 
portionment will go to Los An-

Skeleton Found In Shallow 
Grave Starts Probe By 
Peace Officers 

Another murder’ mystery, 
similar to that which confront- 
ed county authorities when the 
gruesome find was made by 
an automobile party in Cajon 
Pass of the remains of N. N. 
Lueassen of Oakland, may 
develop from the report to 
| Sheriff W. A. Shay of the 
jloeating of the skeleton of an 
|unidentified man _ six miles 
south of Needles. 

Like the Cajon Pass mystery 
the body at Needles was found 
partially buried in a shallow 
grave, with part of the bones 
protruding above the ground. 
Parts of the clothing which 
had covered the body had been 
torn away by beasts which 
roam the desert country dur- 
ing the nights. Whether there 
are indications that death was 
the result of violence has not 
been determined, the body not 
having been exhumed by those 
who found it. 


Buried Two Years Ago 

The skeleton was found by 
Press Goodman, pioneer res!- 
dent of Needles, who imme- 
diately notified Sheriff Shay 
and Needles officers. Indica- 
tions, are according to Good- 
man’s report to Sheriff Shay, 
that the body was buried near- 
ly two years ago. There are 
no signs, however, that it had 
ever been placed in a coffin.
